This day began a cycle we shall never 
forget. From New England and the Atlantic 
Seaboard; the Southern States and the 
Gulf; from the Corn Belt and Panhandle and 
the Western States of the desert, we had 
gathered here to ‘'build and fight." 

We stepped from the train into a roar- 
ing mass of orders. No one said ‘please’ to 
you. You were told, brother, and not gently. 

Lined up, bawled out, yelled at, and 
herded into trucks. It wasn't easy to take. 
You wanted to tell someone to ‘go to hell.’ 
But you had suddenly lost your identity. 
You were no longer a construction foreman, 
or a boss welder, or a dam good truck driv- 
er. You were no longer the guy who made the 


high school football team. And you even lost 


your first name. All on your first day in 


the navy. 
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At sundown you heard a bugle and the 


amp hushed down. You faced the flag 
snd saluted and watched Her lowered and 
that minute a day—well, you remember, 
Mac, and so do l. 

There was always something to look for- 
ward to, but the most important finale was 
the end of boot training and our boot 
eave. 

We were aoina home in uniform for the 
first time and we wondered how we would 
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Another ‘issue’ and we realized we were 
coming closer. A helmet and a carbine; a 
gas mask and a pack. Twenty miles and you 
didn't know where you ached the most. 
Your feet were blistered, your back was 
sore, your neck was stiff and your head 
felt flattened out. The next day you were 
on the business end of a Browning Auto- 
matic, a tommy gun or a mortar. You click- 
ed off a burst on a machine gun and you 
tossed grenades. You tested your mask in 
a gas chamber and it suddenly became a 
serious procedure. At night in your sack the 
sight picture was no longer a paper target 
and you did some straight thinking. This 
is it. This is the reason we're here. Tattoo 
and Taps. Remember? 

That day dawned when at muster our 
names were called. Farewells were said 
again. Promises were made to ‘keep in 
touch. This time, amid hand clasps and 
slaps on the back, we had received assign- 
ments. We were leaving fast friends who 
a few short weeks before had been stran- 
gers and we had learned many lessons—not 
the least of which was that there are no 
boundaries in this good America to with- 


stand the friendship and understanding of 


one American for another. Thus we parted. 
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We assembled at Camp Endicott — 
from training centers and ships; from the 
Pacific and Africa; from duty in Italy and 
assignments in France. 

It was February 1945. Winter in New 
England. Frost glazed windows and trees 
in stiff ice covered jackets. Snow a foot 
deep. Forty-five minutes to Providence. 
Liberty and dances. Beer and shows. The 
Barn Area and the barracks. Inspections. 
The first one. ‘Swab it down from the raft- 
ers to the deck. You're on the ‘head detail’ 
and don't forget the brass. Dust down the 
bunks and wash the windows. Police the area 
and dive bomb the butts." Ready? We 
thought so. Second inspection—same day. 
We were sure. Third inspection—same day. 
Not quite. Fourth inspection—same day— 
2200. The ‘Skipper’ said, ‘And that's Navy 
standard. The sack never felt so good.

Dam fine town. Hospitality, good transpor- 
tation and beautiful girls. Whether shooting the 
bull with the gang at a grog depot or dancing | 
with your favorite lady, this was happy duty. 

Port and Starboard liberty to 0700 and 
sailing down the main stem was like being home 
again. 

Good quarters, good chow, good station. 

Conducted sight-seeing tours and visits to 
points of interest around the city. 

And work. Our trial run. Organized over- 
night into a construction unit we went to work 
on drill compounds, athletic fields, drainage 
structures, trench excavation, earth-moving and 
road construction. The carpenters, shipfitters, 
mechanics, electricians and painters went into 
the shops and landscape admirals plied their 
art to hold the fills. 

It was good to hear the shovels and cats; 
to smell burning oil and cut lumber; to watch a 
sea of mud covered by surveyor's stakes made 
useful by the structures which replaced them. 

Commended with a ''Well Done'’ we were 


On our way. 
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Up the plank with seabags slung over shoulders and orders rasping over the 
ship's speaker. ‘All troops lay below to your assigned compartments.'° — Sounded 
good, until you saw it. Down the ladder into a hold in the belly of the ship. ‘Join 
the Navy and see the world.'' But from this airtight, waterproof, lightproof, shock- 
proof, antimagnetic, solid packed tomato can, you would have to look at pictures 
in a National Geographic—if you could find enough room to open the pages. In- 
nerspring mattresses — without springs and without padding, stacked five high, 
like a stepladder. Then the 'Darken Ship’ call and the great battle to undress began. 
Casualties during the offensive to get out of pants and shirts. The lad in the lower 
hit the deck and rolled in; the guy in the upper chinned himself on the rung and 
when his head conked the beam he jack-knifed in. The man below had his knees in 
your back and the fellow above sagged in the wrong places. Like sleeping in a vise. 
Nice climate on a troopship, ventilators open and you freeze; closed and you roast. 
‘Headline’ took on a new meaning. With razors, towels and toothbrushes we stood 
in our skivvies for hours waiting for a crack at one of the basins. Yeah, life was 
merry as hell on the briny deep and we usually doped off to the refrain of an old 
melody: ‘And when the war is over we will all enlist again—.” 
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There were good days and bad days. Sailing through 
that beautiful valley of the sea called Puget Sound with 
scenery so magnificent that it defies description. Warm 
calm days that brought all hands topside to sun baths, 
and card games, quartets or bull sessions. Band concerts 
on the aft weather deck and movies in the troop mess. 
Little or no duty. This was more like the posters advertised. 
And it lasted almost one full day! 

"Now hear this! We are entering the open sea. There 
have been recent sinkings in these waters. Life jackets must 
be worn at all times above or below decks. The red light 
is to be attached to the left side of the collar. Check it 
often. At the abandon ship signal proceed immediately 
to your assigned position on the weather deck. Stand fast 
until further orders. If the signal to launch rafts is given, 
act swiftly. If you should miss a raft, jump, feet first, into 
the sea and swim toward the nearest raft or boat. At 
night swim toward a white light—never toward a red light, 
which will be another swimmer." 

Then our life jackets became as much a part of our 
gear as our shoes. We wore them to chow, movies and to 
the showers. We were confident we wouldn't need to swim 
for it—but it was a dam cold idea anyway. 

The first storm on the third day out—at night. The ship 
pitched, rolled, bucked, reared and the plates groaned— 
no louder than ourselves. It became a struggle to stay in 
the sack. You tried rolling against the pitch and pitching 
against the roll, but your stomach sailed on by itself. 

Seasickness—most miserable of man's miseries. Chow 
down, chow up with everything including your shoe laces 
and you wondered how you could live on and stay so 
sick. 


Sea legs and Neptune returned your stomach. 
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An eagle flew overhead—the first one 
some of us had ever seen—almost an emis- 
sary of the long awaited word. For on this 
day victory was declared in Europe. 

It was our eighth day out and we were 
tied up at Dutch Harbor. Looking down at 
us through the hatch was the sheer, steep 
jagged wall of a mountain and we went top- 
side to see a road and pier blasted out of 
its rocky slope. 

We assembled on the aft weather deck 
and our Chaplain led us in prayer—thanks- 
giving that half the battle was won—and 
to honor the memory of our own who had 
joined the countless thousands whose sacri- 
fice had made this day possible. 

Three days before we had seen Kodiak 
—our first stop in the chain, and two days 
later we were to reach Adak, where the 
scuttle-butt about the Aleutians came home 
to roost. Lonely and desolate, cold and 
austere. This was our first and lasting im- 


pression. Home, warmth, sunshine and trees 


became remote. 
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Entering still, calm water and dead ahead lay our fog- 
shrouded destination. Snow-covered crags lay obscured in 
a heavy mist of clouds. A chill, damp drizzle penetrated 
our bodies as we lined the rails for our first glimpse of this 
wind-swept glacial eruption that was the home of the willi- 
waws—and in case you've forgotten-——the | 14th Seabees. 


Debarkation at 0600, 15 May. 
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SEABEE AREA, ATTU 


WILLIWAW! It began in the dark of early morning on our 
third day. Roaring and tearing against tents and huts, it descended 
in a flurry of snow and sleet that beat violent tempo against every- 
thing made by man. Out of our quarters to a blast of searing ice— 
cyclonic freak of gale and blizzard, a hurricane whipped by the 
winds of the Arctic and stirred by the howling bluster of hell. Un- 
leashed fury beating down power lines, ripping roofs from buildings 
and stalling battle activity. Long hours of work removing snow from 
the fighter strips and opening roads for supplies; repairing com- 
munications and securing huts to their foundations. This was our 


reception to Attu. 
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Discovered by Vitus Bering in 1741, Attu was acquired by the United States 
as part of the Alaska Purchase from Russia in 1867. 

Until the Jap occupation in June 1942, relatively little was known about the 
island. At that time its population consisted of forty-five Aleuts, and an 
American missionary and his wife. Its contact with the outside world depena- 
ed on rare visits from explorers, fishing craft and government patrol boats. 

On I! May 1943 at 1620 hours the first American troops hit the beach 
at Massacre Bay and there began one of the toughest combat operations ever 
undertaken. 

The first wave, though unopposed by enemy action, was soon trapped by 
the natural defenses of the terrain. Their artillery and supplies were helplessly 
bogged down and foundered in the tundra. Clothed inadequately against the 
Aleutian wind, rain and sleet, and protected only by hastily dug foxholes filled 


with freezing water, their battle of survival against the elements became as 


great as that against a well equipped and well fortified enemy. 


ATTU VILLAGE 


& iF this Village the Aleuts made their 
home. 1t consisted of about nine buildings 
to house the population, and a Russian 
Orthodox Church. The Village had a 
Priest and a School Teacher. The 
Teacher was also the Village Doctor.

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The advance went on. Up Massacre Valley to Jarmin Pass, Clevesy 
Pass, Cold Mountain, Engineer Hill, Point Able, Sarana Nose, Chichagof 
Harbor, the Fish Hook and Holtz Bay. The final decisive action came on 
May 29th when the Jap Colonel Yamasaki, with his back against the sea 
at Chichagof, ordered a counterattack and under cover of darkness. 
succeeded in breaking through to Engineer Hill, where he was killed and 
his army defeated. 

The battle of Attu had been won but at great cost. It had received 


public acclaim, but those who lived here go home with undying ad- 


miration for those who made that living possible.

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Ten hundred and fifty men on the muster. Ten 
hundred and forty-nine assigned and one in Sick Bay. 
Into the shops or on the strip, herding a truck, skin- 
ning a cat, or jockeying on the chow line. 

A carpenter cut hair, a shipfitter went into the 
tailor shop and a seaman first became a theatre mag- 
nate. Our cooks were the best comedians on the 
island and the day went to ten hours seven times a 
week—plus. 

Work orders and projects cracked around our 
ears in torrential flood, and time schedules on jobs 
were cut so thin that a flyer talking to a Seabee asked 
“When did you put up that hangar?" The reply, 
"Dunno, it wasn't there this morning.’ 

Ideas to expedite combat operations, line of sup- 
ply, housing, sanitation, or comfort went to the Engi- 
neering Department where they were developed into 
positive construction procedure and design. Struc- 
tural, architectural and mechanical problems were 
solved here and went to the field parties for ''staking 
out.’ Construction moved in. Men, machines and 
heavy equipment swarmed over the island. 

Huts, hangars, warehouses, piers, weather stations 
and shop buildings were erected. Mat came up and 
asphalt went down. Experienced mates taught raw 
recruits the fundamentals—and more important—the 
character of a trade. 

Thousands of yards of tundra were removed and 
replaced by stabilized fills. Rock quarries and barrow 
pits were explored and blown open., Power stations 
were built and water mains laid. The pressure was 
on and men and machines strained under its demand. 
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Men against time—around the clock. The strip was in tactical opera- 
tion against the enemy. There could be no detour signs here. The limit 
was set. And met! Seventeen hundred square feet per man per day. 
That's clipping, lugging, banding and stacking three tons of cold steel 
per man per day. If you were on that gang, Mac, you know.

Up this sheer face men hauled materials by hand 
and back and built a weather station. There were no 
roads or trails. Trucks were out of the question and 
dozers too heavy for the ever-present tundra. The haul 
to the top was attempted in a weasel but the machine 
soon slipped its tracks and manpower remained the only 
solution. A fly camp was thrown up on the lee side of 
this mountain and the job went on. 
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Shops, the industrial heart of the unit. Mechanics 
keeping shovels, cranes, dozers and light stuff on the 
move.
